“It would appear that a bushelage 
rather than an acreage hasis gives 
the best hope of succesz 'n bringing 
about a better relationship between 
wheat production and consumption. 
Control over exports by the principal 
wheat-exporting countries through 
a@ quota plan would tend to relieve 
pressure on world markets and pre- 
vent one country from dumping’ wheat 
against other countries in an effort to 
secure the largest possible share of 
the world’s trade.” 


Under the international plan, the 
individual grower would be under 
no restrictions whatever as to acre- 
age and production, but the maxi- 
mum amount of wheat which he 
could market from any given crop 
would be fixed as a result of the 
quota agreement, 

How he treated the balance, Mr. 
Robertson explained would be. en- 
tirely in his own hands, Legisla- 
tion enacted to provide for straight 
acreage reduction would be exceed- 
ingly difficult, if not impossib!'e, to 
enforce, he believed. 

An international agreement would 
provide for the allocation of quotes 
to tbe delivered by the provincial 
exporting nations on the basis of 
world reqirements, remlove the ex- 
isting abnormal surplus from a posi- 
tion of constant threat to the muar- 
ket, and should, Mr. Robertson said, 
aid the producers by bringing him 
more remunerative returns’ without;

ELDER McLEAN GETS DEATH 
SENTENCE ON SON'S CONFESSION 


Vegreville, July 11.—After an ab- 
sence of 70 minutes the jury in the 
case of Kenneth McLean charged with 
the murder of W. J. Parsille brought 
in a verdict of guilty at 4:50 Monday 
afternoon. Asked if he had anything 
to say before sentence was pronounc- 
ed, the prisoner arose and answered: 


‘“Not much, I am ready for the rap, I 


have faced death too often to squeal 
out of it now.” Accoringly and with- 
out further ado, Mr. Justice Tweedie 
imposed the dread sentence of death, 
the execution to take place at the 
Fort Saskatchwan jail on the morning 
of October 6th next, the same date as 
that set for the execution of the son 
of the accused iby Mr. Justice Ewing. 

Emotion was shown by neither 
judge, jury or the prisoner, and the 
sentence following as it did on the 


jtestimony of William McLean was 'tasks

Following on the imposition of 
sentence the court room was clear- 
ed of all but the close relatives of 
the prisoner who were then - permit- 
ted a few last words with him prior 
to his removal to the death cell at 
Fort Saskatchewan.

‘Cc. O. Smith, writing fron, Wash- 
Ington to the Calgary Herald, says of 
President Roosevelt: 

Intimate friends now members of 
his White House staff have let it ‘be 
known that Roosevelt did not come 
unprepared into the White House. 
The Executive mansion has been his 
objective since those early days 
When he served as assistant secre- 
tary of the navy under Wilson. Not 
even the terrible ordeal of infantile 
paralysis \ghattered that determina- 
tion. All those years he was prepar- 
ing ‘himself. From the date of hig 
election as governor of New York he 
was putting into practice the fruits 
of his study of public problems. From 
the time when he saw the presidential 
nomination within his grasp he was 
working with trained experts in gov- 
ernment, in banking , in agriculture, 
in transportation, in social problems 
seeking solutions of the puzzles cre- 
ated by depression. . 

The ° Roosevelt legislative pro- 
gramme flowed to Congress from the 
executive office in a flood bewildering 
to the American public. To Roose- 
velt ‘the process was orderly and sim- 
ple. The substance of each measure 
had -been agreed on long before being 
written into al message or a bill. 

This is not to say that President 
Roosevelt's work has been dene cas- 
ily.

DEPARTMENTAL CO-OPERATION 

The fine spirit of co-operation that 
exists between the Dominion and the 
Provincial Departments of Agricul- 
ture is further extended in an admir- 
able working arrangement between 
the Canadian and United States ag- 
ricultural authorities, particularly in 
connection with the ‘presence and 
spread of destructive insects. Hach 
country reports to the other the ap- 
pearance of new troubles, armed with 
this knowledge, measures are taken 
promptly on either side to deal with 
the matter and_ stop possible in- 
vasion, In this connection, scouting 
is carried on in districts adjacent to 
infested United States territory by 


the Dominion Entomological branch. 
Searching for the Brown-tail moth 
the Buropeam Apcle Sjucker§ and 


the European Beach Scale has. all

ces. In Quebec along the U. S. 
boundary signs of the Gipsy moth 
are looked for by scouting parties. 
In this way the Japanese beetle, 
which already has invaded 650,000 
square miles in the United States, 
with Philadelphia as a centre, has 


been kept out of Canada by the 
vigilance of the ‘Canadian officers. 
This beetle costs the U. S. $6000,000

HOW TO REVIVE A DROWNED 
PERSON 


(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 


Most persons who have been sub- 
merged in water for five minutes are 
dead when taken out, and all efforts 
to resusicate them are usually fruit- 
less, : j 

It occasionally happens, however, 
that one pronounced dead is revived, 
and every one should be familiar with 
the besit method of giving first ald to 
the drowned. ! 

The first step ig erpulsion of the 
water from the lungs. Must , peo- 
‘ple start hunting for a barrel under 
the delusion that rolling the pa- 
tient on it is the only way to expel 
the water. And while the search is 
going on the patient peacefully passes 
away, for keeps, ' 

The simplest” and most _efifective | 
method of clearing the air passages 
of water is to hold the patient up hy 
his feet and Jet the head hang down. 


This, of course, provided there is 
someone present strong enough to 
perform this operation. Otherwise, : 


placing the subject in the prone po-: 
sition and raising him in such a man- | 
ner that his head will be lower than 
his feet is the second best procedure. ! 
Having expelled the water the next 
step is artificial respiration. 
The Schafer Method ‘ 
The hest system of reviving the 
drowned is the one devised by 


Schafer. He claims several advant- 
ages for his method, viz., (1) It 1s 
simple and easily mastered. (2) It

out Mecoming fatigued. (3) The muc- 
us and water are expelled and pre- 
vented from blockng the passage of 
air in and out of the lungs.

The Schafer method, briefly de- 
scribed is as follows: 
Place the patient in the prone 


position (face down). | 

Stand astride him and place the 
hands on either side over the lower' 
ribs. Make firm ‘but not violent! 
pressure, allowing the weight of! 
the body to come. on the arms, | 
Maintain this pressure for’ three/ 
seconds, then relax and at the same, 
time bring the patient’s body  up- 
ward. 


Repeat the entire movement at; 
intervals’ of five seconds — twelve! 
times a minute. 

Accessory Measures ' 

During all this time the patient | 
should be kept warm’ as _ possible. ! 
He should first be dried thoroughly | 
and then wrapped in warm ‘blank- 


ets. Friction of the surface of the 
body from the extremities toward 
the center should tbe kept up sim- ! 
ultaneously with the artificial res- 
piration. 

After the heart action has defi-: 


nitely stopped there is little use in! 
continuing efforts to restore breath- | 
ing. However. so long as the heart ' 
is heating, artificial respiration ! 
should be maintained regularly and | 
systematically, It should be {thus 
continued for two ‘hours before hope is 
abandoned.—Copyright.

THE NEW ADVENTURE 


Necessity is the mother of invention 
and our railways—or at least the 
London and North Eastern—now ad- 


vance Iby standing still, Once ex- 
‘presses represented the summit of 
achievement on the iron road; then, 


much more recently, emerged’ the era 
of “mystery trains” that loitered into 
unspecified regions of delight and 
“observation trains” that ambled 
through choicest scenery; now comes 
the ‘campers’ train,” which never 
moves at all but remains drawn up in 
a siding at some particularly pleasant 
spot on the North Eastern system such 
as the Cheviot branch line from Aln- 
wick to Coldstream or the line that 
skirts the Roman Wall at Haltwhistle. 
Intending campers apply for a car- 
riage and say where they want it sit- 
ed; they thereupon journey to that 
site and take possession of their rail- 
way home for £2 10s. a week during 
the summer months and ten shillings 
less in spring and autumn. For that 
sum they get a carriage that pro- 
vides “two bedrooms. one for two peao- 
ple and one for four, a day room. and 
a small seullery.” 

That sounds a good deal of ac- 
commodation on rather cheap terms. 
but the weekly charge for the use 
of these specially fitted up car- 
riages also covers “all the necessary 
equipment.” The railway campers 
arrange for their’ own food supply 
- there they are. Letters of 
the more normal type of holiday 
lodgings. jin rural Yorkshire and 
Northumberland may look coldly 
on these rival residences, but as 2 
of camping out the system 
sounds more stable and spacious, 
probably more comfortable, 
than canvas or caravan. It may 
mean another anxiety for mothers 
of the man-child whose passion is 
for watching the trains go iby; his 
dearest adventure may be to stray 
the siding on to the branch 
line. But that difficulty can be 
overcome, ‘Camping parents will 
have to remove their brood to the 
moors or dales for the day and only 
bring them back to the home-siding 


at bedtime.—Manchester Guardian.

SIXTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


“The lawful basis of wealth is, that 
a man who works should he paid the 
fair value of his work, and if he does 
not choose to spend it today, he 
should have free leave to keep it, and 
spend it tomorrow, Thus an indus- 
trious person working daily, and lay- 
ing by daily, attains at last the pos- 
session of an accumulated sum of 
wealth to which ‘he has absolute 
right. The idle person who will not 
work, and the wasteful person who 
lays nothing by. at the end of the 
same time will ‘tbe doubly poor—poor 
in possession, and dissolute in moral 
habit; and ‘the will then naturally cov- 
et the money which the other has sav- 
ed. And if he then is allowed to at- 
tack the other, and rob him of his 
well-earned wealth, there is no more 
any motive for saving, or any reward 
for good condnct; and all society is 
thereupon dissolved. or exists only in 
systems of rapine. Therefore the first 
necessity of ‘social life is the clear- 
ness of national conscience in enforc- 
ing the law—that he should keep who 
has justly earned.”—John Ruskin.

JAPAN’S PEARL CROP 

The pearl plantings in Japan this 
year, in contrast to most crops, will 
be the langest in years. More than 
40,000 acres of quiet waters have 
been sown with more than 3.000.000 
pearl oysters, and thousands of peo- 
ple are employed. The pearl crop be- 
ing planted now will not be harvested 
for seven years. 

Millions of seed pearls or tiny 
bits of mother of pearl, are skilfully 
inserted into living oysters for the 
pearl crop, The oysters slowly proceed 
to cover these irritants with a secre- 
tion which transforms ‘them into 
pearls. The oysters are placed in steel 
cages and suspended a few feet above 
the floor of the sea from great rafts, 
Twice a year they are brought to the 
surface, cleaned and treated, to pre- 
vent disease. Some 60 per cent of the 
oysters bear fruit. but only about five 
per cent are marketable.

A NON-PRODUCTION BONUS 


United States millers are to pay 
a tax of thirty cents a bushel on 
‘wheat which they grind into flour 
for home consumption. They will 
of course pass the privilege of paying 
this tax along to the consumer. As a 
matter of business they will pass 
along something more than the a- 
mount of the tax. The thirty cents 
will be added to the cost of wheat to 
the millers, The consumer will be 
invited to pay them a profit on the 
money they pay to the government, 
as on the money they pay to the farm- 
er or the grain dealer, 

Taxation grows as it. rolls along, 
like a snowball. The two-cents-a- 
pound tap on sugar in Canada raised 
the price to the consumer somewhat 
more than two cents a pound, 

The money thus collected 
the millers from the flour consum- 
ers is to be «paid to farmers as a 
bonus on wheat they do not grow. 
The government is to hire them to 
grow less. That is part of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s domestic policy. It 
aims to reduce the supply of wheat 
and thus force up the price, in the 
United States. 

The arrangement will be hailed with 
joy by the United States farmer. The 
less wheat he is allowed to grow, if 
he gets thirty cents a bushel for wheat 
he could grow but doesn’t, the better 
for him. The miler will be out noth- 
ing. If the consumer doesn’t object 
there will ‘be no kick coming from any 
quarter; least of all from the Canad- 
ian wheat grower,
